Fun  Facts  about  The  Statue  Of  Liberty  and  Ellis  Island 
Fun  Facts: 

The  Statue  Of  Liberty's  real  name  is  "Liberty  Enlightning  The  World". 


Did  You  Know: 

The  island  on  which  The  Statue  Of  Liberty  sits  is  called  Liberty  Island, 
but,  until  1956,  it  was  called  Bedloe's  Island. 


The  ownership  of  Ellis  Island  (which  forms  part  of  the  basis  for  the  1986 
Ellis  Island/Statue  Of  Liberty  commemorative  half  dollar  and  silver 
dollar)  was  not  finally  settled  until  1998! 

Due  to  a  complicated  "double  border",  parts  of  Ellis  Island  belong  to 
New  York  and  parts  belong  to  New  Jersey.  This  double  border 
arrangement  stems  back  to  an  1833  agreement  between  the  two  states.

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Fontenelle  Bank  of  Bellevue, 
Nebraska’s  Oldest  Commercial 
Building

When  the 
Nebraska 
territory 
formed  in 
1854  banks 
were  on  the 
top  of  the 
legislature’s 
thoughts  when  they  defined  the  first  criminal  code 
which  specifically  stated  that  “participating  in  any 
form  of  banking  [is  punishable]  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year  or  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $1,000.”  At  the  same  time 
banking  proved  to  be  a  necessity  if  any  economy 
outside  of  a  simple  barter  system  was  to  exist. 
Thus  the  first  corporation  granted  in  Nebraska 
was  to  the  Western  Fire  &  Marine  Insurance  Co.  of 
Omaha,  purely  a  sham  bank  whose  only  right  was 
to  “receive  deposits  and  issue  certificates  thereof.” 

A  few  months  after  the  “insurance  company” 
was  chartered,  in  December  of  1855,  Peter  Sarpy 
of  Bellevue,  General  L.  L.  Bowen  of  Elgin,  Illinois 
and  six  other  men  applied  for  a  banking  charter 
from  the  territorial  legislature.  Their  Fontenelle 
Bank  of  Bellevue  was  one  of  12  banking  applicants 
entered  on  the  same  date.  Over  the  strong 
objections  of  J.  Sterling  Morton,  their  bank,  and 
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those  of  four  others  were  granted  charters. 


In  1856  a  two-story  building  of  handmade  bricks 
was  completed  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Mission 
and  Main  Streets.  The  Transitional  Greek  Revival- 
Italianate  rectangular  building  faced  Main  Street 
with  an  exterior  staircase  leading  to  the  second 
floor  on  the  northwest  corner  of  the  structure, 
facing  west.  The  banking  rooms  and  vault  were  on 
the  first  floor. 


The  bank’s  actual  25  year  charter  was  dated  Janu¬ 
ary  18,  1856,  allowed  up  to  $500,000  of  capital 
stock  and  was  permitted  to  open  as  soon  as 
$50,000  had  been  subscribed  and  paid  in.  Before 
the  bank  had  been  in  existence  a  year  it  was  sold 
to  Greene,  Ware  &  Co.  of  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa  with 
General  Bowen  personally  profiting  $3,000.

eluding  the  $3  bills  were  fairly  common  in  the  pe¬ 
riod.  Because  the  notes  were  not  secured  by  gold 

(Conti lined  on  page  14) 
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or  silver,  they 
circulated  only 
so  long  as 
public  confi¬ 
dence  in  the 
bank  existed. 
Unfortunately 


their  timing  left  a  great  deal  to  be  desired  as  1857 
proved  to  be  a  year  of  nation-wide  depression. 

Sadly  the  Fontenelle  Bank  of  Bellevue  and  virtually 
all  of  the  territory’s  fledgling  financial  institutions 
failed  within  months.  Banking  historian  A.  G.  War¬ 
ner  was  quick  to  point  out  that  the  bank  was  not 
to  be  considered  a  home-owned  institution  but  the 
result  was  the  same.  Reports  of  the  amount  of  out¬ 
standing  banknotes  varied  from  $35,000  as  re¬ 
ported  by  the  Dakota  City  Herald  on  September 
10,  1859  to  $150,000  noted  in  the  Nebraska  City 
News  June  12,  1858.  The  Nebraska  City  paper 
also  stated  that  this  and  other  bank  failures  was 
proof  that  “corporations  have  no  souls.”

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It  is  an  ill  wind  that  blows  no  good  however  and 
just  as  the  bank  failure  occurred,  the  territorial 
legislature  created  Sarpy  County  to  correct  an 
inequity  in  representation. 


With  the 
new  county 
seat  located 
in  Bellevue, 
the  bank 
building 
proved  an 
excellent 
courthouse 
with  the 
upstairs 
converted  to 

a  courtroom.  On  January  30,  1861  Sarpy  County 
purchased  the  old  bank  building  and  two  adjacent 
lots  for  $1,500.  Interestingly  the  committee  in 
charge  of  the  sale  was  headed  by  General  Bowen. 
As  county  courthouse  the  upper  floor  was  also 
used  as  a  meeting  room,  dance  hall  and  opera 
house. 


An  election  in  1875  relocated  the  Sarpy  County 
seat  to  Papillion  allowing  the  county  to  rent  the 
bank  cum  courthouse  to  Bellevue  for  use  as  a  city 
hall.  50  years  later,  in  1925,  the  city  bought  the 
building  for  $600.  In  1959  Bellevue  built  a  new 
city  hall  and  it  looked  as  if  the  old  building  would 
be  razed.  In  order  to  save  the  structure,  Mrs. 
Harold  LeMar  bought  it  the  following  year  for

Theme  of  annual  ANA  event  marks  the  150th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  American  Civil  War. 

[Colorado  Springs,  CO]  “Blue,  Gray  and  Greenbacks:  Money  of  the 
Civil  War  "  has  been  selected  as  the  theme  of  the  ANA's  88th  annual 
National  Coin  Week  (NCW),  to  be  observed  April  17-23,  2011.  This 
celebration  of  coinage  and  paper  currency  will  commemorate  the 
sesquicentennial  of  the  American  Civil  War,  which  began  on  April 
12,  1861,  when  Confederate  artillery  fired  upon  Fort  Sumter,  South 
Carolina.  The  polictial,  economical  and  numismatic  ramifications  of 
the  conflict  were  profound. 

Collectors  are  invited  to  help  the  ANA  celebrate  National  Coin  Week 
by  participating  in  a  variety  of  fun  and  educational  activities.  A 
treasure  hunt  with  weekly  clues  will  be  held  in  the  form  of  an  online 
tour  of  battlefields  and  other  important  sites.  Clubs  can  participate  in 
a  competition  in  March  and  April  that  tests  their  knowledge  of  Civil 
War  numismatics.  Students  across  the  country  are  encouraged  to 
create  their  own  coin  and  note  designs  that  capture  the  great 
American  conflict  and  its  leaders.  Numismatic  prizes  will  be  awarded 
for  the  best  NCW  promotion  by  individuals,  clubs  and  students. 

Resources  will  be  available  on  the  ANA  website  (www.money.org), 
including  a  sample  press  release,  procalmations,  an  interactive  flier 
and  online  games.  During  National  Coin  Week,  the  Edward  C. 
Rochette  Money  Museum,  which  features  a  Civil  War  exhibit  in  the 
mail  gallery,  will  offer  reduced  admission  and  special  events  for 
children.

Elmer  Nelson 

Elmer  Gustav  Nelson  was  born  March  13, 
1922  to  parents  who  immigrated  to  the  United 
States  in  1916.  One  of  six  children,  Elmer 
grew  up  in  Nebraska,  was  in  the  Signal  Corps 
during  WWII,  then  working  as  an  engineer  for 
radio  station  KFOR  in  Lincoln.  Working  for  the 
corporation  which  owned  KFOR,  Elmer  met  co-worker  Bonnie 
Strayer  and  they  were  married  in  1945.  Elmer  then  worked  briefly 
in  their  new  TV  station  before  being  relocated  to  KRG1  in  Grand 
Island,  still  working  for  the  Stuart  Corporation.  Still  a  radio  engineer 
the  Nelsons  moved  to  Sutherland,  Nebraska  where  Elmer  retired  in 
1988. 

On  May  8,  1951  Elmer,  John  J.  Gabarron  (the  first  librar¬ 
ian  for  the  A.N.A.  and  its  longtime  Sargent-At-Arms)  and  Jim  Cot¬ 
ton  met  at  a  Lincoln  bookstore/coin  shop  and  formed  the  Lincoln 
Coin  Club.  In  1953  Elmer  was  elected  president  of  the  Lincoln 
Coin  Club.  Elmer  was  the  leading  force  in  December  of  1955  when 
the  Lincoln  Coin  Club  invited  coin  collectors  from  the  entire  state, 
and  particularly  from  Omaha,  to  join  them  at  their  annual  Christ¬ 
mas  party.  At  that  gathering,  again  at  Elmer's  direction,  they 
formed  the  Nebraska  Numismatic  Association.  Elmer  served  as  the 
N.N.A.’s  Secretary/Treasurer  for  many  years  and  acted  as  its  Con¬ 
vention  Chairman  even  after  retiring  as  an  officer.  After  moving  to 
Grand  Island  Elmer  became  active  in  their  coin  club  and  worked  to 
initiate  several  other  clubs  in  central  and  western  Nebraska.  He  was 
an  active  collector  of  ancients,  currency  and  odd  and  curious  mon¬ 
ies  of  the  world  as  well  as  Indian  artifacts. 

Elmer  passed  away  on  Sunday,  February  20,  2011  at  Genoa, 
Nebraska  at  88.
